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PUNNING INSTITUTED 

While these fuiidamenul changes were taking place, the Department 
moved away from the system of annual planning within a biennium. Fcv 
the fust time in history the Department looked beyond the immediate 
budget to long-range roads and highways needs. 

A five year plan was developed as the Department moved from fiscal 
year 1966-67 to 1967-68. The plan provided for the development of more 
than 1 ,500 miles of multi-laned roads alone. 

This plan ended decades of construction by expediency and planning 
for the future became an integral part of the operation of the Department. 
Months after the five year plan was adopted, a plan for construction 
through 1985 was taking shape.

The plan for road construction through 1985 was not completed during 
the biennium. Much was accomplished, however, and the major 
recommendations determined as fiscal year 1967-68 drew to a close. 



MORE FOR URBAN AREAS 



The I>epartment cooperated with many dty, county, and regional 
agencies and organizations in the development of the plan. The major 
recommendations involved all levels of government in a concerted effort 
to bring all highway related activities and resources to focus on a principal 
highway and stteet improvement program for Florida. 



Realizing that Florida had evolved into a sophisticated state with large 
urban and metropolitan areas, the Board sou^t and achieved an 
about-face in the orientation of the Department For biennitim after 
biennium, the Department had thought first of nu-al areas and second of 
the needs of the urban agglomerates. 



Six months after the end of the biennium covered by this report, the 
Department issued the result of the study, "A Plan for Florida's Principal 
Highway and Street Systems, 1969-1985." 



By the end of the biennium aU that was changing rapidly. The 
Department now is urban oriented and is looking to solutions to the 
present and future traffic problems in Florida's urban areas. 



This is reflected in the tax funds spent for cotistruction in the larger 
counties as compared with the previous two fiscal years.

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This urban orienladon was fLirther reflected in the recommendations 
for the 1985 plan being studied as the biennium ended. The Board 
subsequently moved to ask the Legistattire for authority to adopt a 
matching funds pro-am for the development of urban highways and 
streets. 

The planners had determined that the neatest needs which would be 
revealed by the study would be in the urban and metropolitan areas. This 
was an accurate assesment. The completed study shows the need For 
some $5 billion to be spent in urban Florida and just over $ 1 billion for 
rural needs.

The 24 months beiwten July, 1966, and June, 1968, saw 108 milis of 
new Interstate highways completed in Florida at a cost of $1 11, 640,748. 

With 736 miles of its 1,154 mile allotment now open to traffic and 
more than 100 miles under construction, Florida is one of the leading 
states in Interstate cotjstniction. 

The last two miles of Intarstate 4 were opened in the firet months of 
the biennium, completing the route coast to coast from Daytona Beach, 
through Tampa and into fHnellas County. Right-of-way is now being 
acquired for the urban 1-4 extension into St. Petersburg. 

Interstate 75 was completed throughout Florida with the opening of 
the last sections in urban Tampa just after the close of the biennium. 
Congress later authorized Florida to extend 1-75 between Tampa-Sl. 
Petersburg and Miami but the final route has not been determined. 

With the opening of 32 miles of Interstate 10 east and west of 
Pensacola, motorists may now drive from Loxley, Alabama, sixty miles 
east on 1-10 to State Road 87 in Santa Rosa County. A major segment of 
the new construction was the $7.6 million, 2'/i mile dual span bridge over 
Escambia Bay. 

Two significant links of Int erstate 95 were completed during the 
biennium at a cost of more than $50 million , and an additional 70 miles 
were brought under contract continuing the emphasis on what will 
become Florida's major north-south route.

With the completion of a 45 mile section in Northeast Florida, [-95 was 
opened between Jacksonville and Daytona Beach. And work was started 
that will see 1-95 open to traffic from Daytona south to the completed 
sections in Brevard County; and from Brevard, south to State Road 60 
near Vero Beach. More than 20 miles between Jacksonville and U.S. 17 at 
the Georgia State line were completed and opened to traffic just after the 
doK of the biennium. 

Urban Interstate construction and right-of-way costs continued to soar 
as evidenced by a IV^ mile section of 1-95 in Miami costing S25-4 million. 

But the most expensive single Interstate construction project in Florida 
history was not a section of urban expressway, but a bridge - the three 
mile St, Johns River span on 1-295, the Jacksonville bypass. The low bid 
for this project was $12.4 million. Work on an additional eight miles of 
the 1-295 route was also begun.

TOWARD GREATER EFFICIENCY 

Even while uncovering the need for the use of more tax funtls for road 
construction the Department became engaged in an effort to trim millions 
of dollars from administrative costs. April 1, 1967, the nunagetnent 
consulting firm Peat, Marwick, Mitchell and Company began a two month 
study of how the agency could be operated more efficiently. 

Months before that, however, the administrative staff began taking 
steps which reduced ccsts and provided more funds for roads. Tighter 
controls over Department vehicles culminating in the adoption of the 
motor pool concept resulted in better use of equipment, for instance. 

As the consultant study drew to a close, the Department had already 
found ways to save millions of dollars. Subsequently, Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell and Company were retained to completely realign the 
organization of the Department for more efficient operation.

PROGRAM-PERFORMANCE BUDGETINS 

Program Performance Budgeting was adopted by the Board in a major 
move to reorganize the activities of the Department. The plan put the 
agency operation on a businesslike basis, bringing all the planning 
elements together in a system which provides the means for effactive 
management control and evaluation. 

The five year plan was placed on a detailed schedule of action followed 
closely by increased control systems. A professional estimating system was 
put into effect which allows advanced planning and cash flow procedures. 



HELPING DISPLACED FAMILIES 

The Department moved forward diuing this biennium with the 
Relocation Assistance Program, designed to help those families and 
individuals who are uprooted because of the growth of Florida's highway 
network. 

Relocation agents throughout the state helped 389 families find 
another place to live. The total number of people involved was 1 ,389. 

Assistance included finding new homes or rental units of equal or better 
value, working vnth Boards of Realtors and Chambers of Commerce in 
uncovering new housing, helping in the use of federal programs such as 
Veteran's Administration housing, Federal Housing Authority and the 
Small Business Administration. 

The Department is prevented by state law from taking advantage of 
present federal programs of direct financial assistance to displacees 
although legislation will be proposed to the 1969 Rorida Legislature that 
will enable participation in programs such as these. 

About one-third of the families displaced received assistance or 
requested it. Of the total number helped, 65 per cent were non-white, 
with low income groups comprising the majority.

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MAKING HIGHWAYS SAFE 



The Departmem spent mor« than S5 million during the biennium to 
make the roads and highways of Florida safer for those who drive on them 
and a major area of this emphasis on highway safely was on the traffic 
clogged urban expr^sways in cities like Miami, Tampa, and Jacksonville. 

During a 17-month period, more than 39 head-on collisions were 
reported along only aijc miles of Miami's North-South Expresway. Seven 
persons were killed and 59 were injured. 

At a cost of more than $360,000, a safety barrier was installed in the 
median of the expressway and already SRD safety engineers estimate that 
as many as 20 deaths have been prevented. 

In the previous biennium it was determined that there were 100 
extremely haiardous sites in the road system. During the 1966-66 
biennium, 36 projects costing $5,100,000 were completed or underway. 
Plans are to spend approximately $3 million a year for the next several 
years. 

The program to install guardrails between roads and waterways gained 
momentum. About $1,200,000 was spent during the bietmium on 
installing these barriers. Another $590,000 worth of projects are 
scheduled for the present biennium. It is estimated thai $2,800,000 wiU 
be needed to complete the project. 

Department engineers completed a study of all railroad crosings in the 
state to determine where new signal systems should be installed. More 
than $1 million was spent during the biennium on this project. 

A two-year program to install special flashing school zone signs at every 
school crossing on Florida's state maintained highway system, was started 
during the last half of the biennium. These signs, as well as costly elevated 
crosswalks, are an effort to protect the lives of our children as they walk 
to and from school.

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MORE BEAUTIFUL HIGHWAYS 

During this biennium the Department accelerated efforts to beautify 
the roads and highways of the state. The Roadside Development 
Department worked to achieve maximum harmony between the highway 
and the general landscape by planning, designing, constructing and 
maintaining the roadway as an integral part of the existing landscape. 

During the two fiscal years, $2,432,678 was spent on beautification. Of 
that figure, $2,026,551 was spent on development of existing SRD 
right-of-way and $406,127 was allocated to acquiring additional land for 
development. 

A new program in the beautification effort was the selective clemng of 
almost 50 miles of new Interstate construction to preserve the natural 
beauty of the area through which the highways pass. 

In all, 38 beautification projects were carried out.

In January, 1968, the federal government slashed the funds allocated to 
the states for road construction and Florida was hard hit. The los to the 
state was more than S20 million and caused a drop in thetotal amount of 
money spent for construction during fiscal year 1967-68 and part of 
1968-69. Although later partially restored, as was a similar cutback almost 
a year Later, it meant an actual loss in road improvements badly needed in 
this state.
